ily be fooled Into imagining that some 
human being was near and In great 
pain. This statem ent la made by an 
expert in mining who has spent nearly 
lf not ail of his life about mines. He 
is a practical student of the business, 
and while he knows that tho facts as 
given above are true he can give no 
explanation. 
Prof. Orton, the Ohio geologist, who 
before bls death a few years ago was 
recognised as the greatest living au­ 
thority on such matters, was asked at 
a meeting once lf he could explain the 
strange phenomena. He said he sup­

day Is over. 
Because of the increased danger in 
working at night there are compara­ 
tively few miners who can be found to 
work on that night shift. It is known 
to the men that more accidents have 
happened at night than in the day 
time, and while they do not know the 
reason, it is impossible to get many of 
them to work. 
Going in tho mine in the morning 
the men find small sections of the roof 
and sides down on the main floor in 
many places, while on entering in the 
day time after tho morning rounds of 
cleaning up has been completed, it is 
very seldom that a fall of stone can be 
found unless it is the result of a blast 
of powder.

,_The city ‘solicitor has called my at* 


| tention to Section 2522 of the revised 
statutes of Ohio, which reads: 
‘The 
trustees (of the cemetery) shall di­ 
rect all the improvements and' estab­ 
lishments of the grounds and 
lots, 
protect and preserve the same, and ap­ 
point. subject to the approval of coun­ 
cil, aa necessary superintendents, em­ 
ployes and agents, and determine their 
terms of office and the amount of 
their compensation.’ 
“As the solicitor holds this is the 
law covering this point and that the 
present superintendent of Spring Hill 
cemetery is not legally appointed, and 
as I am responsible for the payment 
of all illegal claims from the funds of 
the city, I must, in order to protect 
myself and my bond, insist that you 
have your appointee to the position 
of superintendent of the cemetery con 
firmed by the council. 
"Am having requisition order blanks 
printed for all departments of the city, 
and after these are furnished to your 
board you will please notify the heads 
of all departments under your control 
that I will not allow any claims for 
matrials. supplies, etc., unless ordered 
by use of such 
requisition 
blanks. 
Bills and claims against your depart­ 
ment should be approved

The report briefly and modestly re­ 
counts the Japanese victory. 
Vice 
Admiral Togo left the battle ground 
not knowing the full extent of the 
damage his torpedo shells had inflict 
ed, but he was evidently confident 
th at the Russians had suffered heavily. 
A translation of Vice Admiral Togo‘c 
report follows: 
‘“A fter the combined fleet left Sase­ 
bo, on Feb. ff, everything went as 
planned. At midnight, Feb. 8, our a1 
Vance squadron attacked the enemy 
a t P ort Arthur. At the time the ene­ 
m y’s advance squadron was for th 
m ost p art outside of Port Arthur. Of 
the advance squadron a t least the ba 
tleship Poltava, the protected cruise* 
Askold and two others appeared to 
have been struck by our torpedoes. 
On Feb. 9, at noon, our fleet advanced 
in the offing of Port A rthur bay aud 
attacked the rest of the enemy’s ships 
about 40 mintues.
